Havena, April 2.—Today, as under the 
Spanish regime, bribery and fraud direct 
the Cuban courts. This is the firm convic- 
tion of the military administration. Govern- 
or General Brooke is taking the matter up 
and intends to clean out the corruption, to 
revise the judicial procedure, ‘to change 
the court personnel and to abolish the bar- 
baroug practice of incommunicado, by 
which a judge may imprison for life a 
person ignorant of the accusation against 
him and of the names of his accusers. 

It is true that the statutes allow only 
three days’ detention incommunicado, but a 
judge, under the practice that has grown 
up, may make a new commitment at the 
expiration of the third day; another at the 
expiration of the sixth and so on without 
limit. : 

More than this, the evidence in criminal 
causes is taken by clerks, who for a con- 
sideration, write into the testimony things 
rever uttered, thus often making the best 
frien@S of the accuséd appear to condemn 
him. Apparently the whole criminal and 
civil systems have been arranged so as to 
make it easy to buy and sell justice. 

General "Maximo Gomez, in a.long letter 
directed to his wife-in Santo Domingo, re- 
views his differences with the so-called mil- 
itary assembly. He begins by describing the 


situation as it was when Robert P. Porter, 
as the special representative of President 
McKinley, visited Cuba after th¢éassembly’s 
representatives at Washington had obtain- | 
ed a promise of $3,000,000 from the president. 
The writer proceeding, says: 

What Gomez Wrote. 

“This action on the part of the assem- | 
bly’s committee I approved. It was then: 
that Mr. Porter appeared and asked me} 
as commander-in-chief to decide to accept 
the $3,000,000, to aid in its distribution and |, 
in the disarming of the army and to pro- 
ceed forthwith to Havana to assist the 
United States military governor, General 
Brooke. I agreed, and on arriving at Ha- 
vana, I conferred with General Brooke con- 
cerning the payment and the disarmament. 
It was decidéd that General Brooke should 
request Washington to ship to Cuba the! 
$3,000,000 which had been obtained by the 
representatives of the assembly. I saw to 
the adjustment of all of the questions that 
led up to the termination of the ridiculous 
armed situation, and began to entertain 
hopes of an early return to Santo Domingo. 

“The assembly then called upon me to 
Visit its president, saying that the object 
sought was an unofficial exchange of ideas. 
But they placed me upon the bench of the 
accused, my crime being that I was in- 
clined to accept the $3,000,000 which the as- 
sembly itself, through its representatives, ; 
had induced President McKinley to promise, 
a matter as to which I had not been con- jj 
sulted. It appeared that I had broken off | 
negotiations for $13,000,000. To all this I re- , 
plied that I had acted in the best faith, | 
but that nothing thhad been lost, as I would 
withdraw the acceptance I had given. They ; 
then requested me to array myself on their 


lutions. I answered that I had always done 
60 and would continue to do so except in 
cases where the course of the assembly was 
opposed to my conscience, to my sense of 
justice and to my idea of the best interests

“Regarding the matters under considera- 
tion I said I had no hope of obtaining more 
than the $3,000,000 from the United States 
and disapproved asking charity, contending 
that the only method left was to raise a 
loan, for which the assembly lacked ade- 
quate authorization. Furthermore, I point- 
ed out that the soldiers could not wait; that | 
already they were too great a Burden upon | 
the people of Cuba and that longer delay 
appeared to me to be cruel. 

Nothing Was Accomplished. 

“The conference ended without accom- | 
plishing amything. I saw I could not make | 
myself understood by the assembly and de- 
cided not to be mixed up in its doings, but 
to await developments. A few days later | 
three men whom I did not know visited me , 
and said that several millionaires stood | 
ready to facilitate a loan of many millions, 
but that the matter was possibie only with | 
my co-operation. I answered that I could | 
not consider any proposition of the kind 
and regarded it as strange that any one 
would be ready to lend money without a 
guarantee. My visitors replied that the city 
council could arrange a guarantee. Then a 
committee of the assembly approached me, 
asking me to support the assembly’s efforts | 
t© obtain a_loan. To this I replied that 
‘ba could not make a loan, as she lacked 
the necessary authority. The next day the 
assembly deposed me. I consider that I have 
acted honorably and my strongest desire 
how is to return home.” |

IS READY WITH $20,000,000. 


COHEN SAYS MONEY CAN BE HAD 
FOR THE CUBANS. 


He Is in Washington, but Does Not 
fell Where the Cash Is 
Planted. 


Washington, April 2.—C. M. Coen, who, 
it is alleged, Is engineering the scheme 
for a $20,000,000 loan issue to the Cuban 
army, and is said to be the author of the 
mysterious dispatches to the Cuban 4as- 
sembly, urging that body not to disband 
on the ground of a good prospect of secur- 
ing’ more than the $3,000,000 offered by the 
United States, is in Washington. 

Mr. Coen tonight was in conference with 
a Mr’ Rosenfeldt. He admitted that he 
was the man who had been working on 
the plan to establish a $20,000,000 bond issue 
to be paid for out of the Cuban revenues 
now collected by the Unitea States. He 
Sald he represented a syndicate with $20,- 
— capital which intended to place the 
can, 

_ 1 came. to this city from Havana last 
Sunday,” he said. ‘I haven't been in hid- 
ing. 1 spent one month in Cuba and was 
around in the open air every day seeing 
the members of the Cuban assembly. 
met General Brooke and made myself 
known to him. I explained my views cf 
the situation to him. If the three miljlion 
payment is forced on this army it will 
create future dissatisfaction and disloyalty, 
while a bonded debt, paid out of the Cu- 
mam revenues, would solve the Cuban prob- 
em, 

“How about your $20,000,000?" he was

Mr. Coen gave no satisfactory answer to 
this question. 

“I have assurances,’’ he said tonight,

He said he did not care whether the 
Cuban assembly continued in session or 
not. Mr. Coen offered. no explanation of 
his business in Washington and denied that 
he was here to see government officials. 

“I have nothing to do with the adminis- 
tration officials and do not intend to see 
them,”’ he asserted.

No Authority Will Be Given Cuba To 
Negotiate a Loan. 
Washington, April 2.—It was reiterated 
tonight by two members of the cabinet that 
no consideration will be paid to any prop- 


, OSition for money for the Cuban army 


outside of the $3,000,000 fund now awaiting 
their acceptance, and furthermore, it is 
hinted that if too much trouble and delib- 
preleminary to that 


the $3,000,000 may be withdrawn, and no pay- 
ment of any sort be made by this govern- 
ment on account of the Cuban troops. 

No proposition for an additional sum will 
be considered in any form and the state- 
ment to that effect, by Secretary Hay, in 
the unofficial interview with the two del- 
egates from the assembly, will stand. 

It is also stated by cabinet officials that 
no attention will be paid to the project for 
authorizing a Cuban loan.

Wichita, Kas., April 2—Miss Mary Wil- 
son, a prominent young society woman of 
Augusta, committed suicide upon learning 
that Alva Dix, her lover, had been killed 
on the battlefield of Malolos. 

Alva Dix was a private in company C, 
Twentieth Kansas volunteers. Before he en- 
listed to fight for his country against Spain, 
he was a prosperous farmer in Wilson 
county and one of the most popular young 
men of his neighborhood. He had been 
courting Miss Wilson for some time pre- 
vious to his enlistment and just before he 
joined his regiment became her affianced 
lover.

Sometime 
during the night she took morphine and 
ended her life. |

STEEL BRINGS A HIGH PRICE. 


Demand in the Quaker Markets Is 
Great and Anxious. 


Philadelphia, April 2.—The demand in 
this market for steel appears to be abso- 
iutely insatiable.

ENTIRE BLOCKS WERE BURNED 


When Department Respended the Line 
of Hose Was Cut, 


AMERICAN GUARDS WERE SHOT DOW 


Incendiaries Were Quickly Detected 
and Then the War Which Has 
Since Been Waging Was 
Given Its Start—Charg- 

ing Barricades. 


Manila, Philippine Islands, March 1, Via 
Steamer Ngypon Maru to San Francisco, 
April 2—After many false alarms and 
frustrated attempts, the oft-repeated 
threats of the natives to burn Manila and 
massacre every European and American 
within its walls culminated in a disastrous 
conflagration and an attempted uprising 
which was promptly checked on the night 
of Washington’s birthday. That precon- 
certead arrangements had been made to 
fire the city in half a dozen different places 
simultaneously there can be no doubt, but 
fortunately the plans miscarried for vari- 
ous reasons and the natives themselves, or 
at least their sympathizers, lost as much 
or more than those upon whom they sought 
to wreak their vengeance. 

A quieter day than that of February 22d 
it would be difficult to imagine. All the 
banks and leading mercantile houses were 
closed and except for the fact that the 
saloons were open, it seemed more like 
Sunday than a holiday, the excessive heat 
and the condition of affairs outside having 
kept most people indoors. About sundown, 
however, the town bestirred itself and the 
streets were soon filled with people taking 
an alring after dinnet. 

Juet as the long. strings of carriages 
which daily pass and repass each other on 
the Luneta were seturning homeward a 
dense black column oF: smoke rolled wp 
above the intervening roefs and almost 
immediately afterwards an ‘ominous red 
glare was reflected from the sky. Mur- 
murs of horror were followed’ by sharp 
orders to coachmen and there was a wild 
scramble for the city. Even when this was 
reached and it was ascertained that the 
fire was in the Santa Cruz district, some 
distance from the residence section, tne 
alarm was not abated, for no one doubted 
that incendiaries were at work and none 
knew where the next blaze might be 
started. 7 | 
Wild Confusion Begins. 

On the streets in the vicinity of the fire 
the wikiest confusion reigned for some 
time, people scurrying here, there and 
everywhere. The blaze had started tn a 
row of two-story modern buildings on the 
Calle la Coste, in the center of the Chi- 
nese section, and as several of these had 
been fired within a few-minutes of each 
other, it soon assumed alarming propor- 
tions. The local fire brigade turned out 
with commendable promptitude, but with 
more zeal .than discretion, proceeded to 
pour three tiny streams of water from as 
many lines of hose upon the red-hot brick 
walls of the first building fired, which was 
already doomed, instead of attempting to 
prevent those standing adjacent from ig- 
niting. The consequence Was that by the 
time General Hughes and his men arrived 
on the scene and commenced to clear, the 
Streets the fire was spreading on both 
Sides of the Calle la Coste ang a stiff 
breeze was fanning it forward. 

During the excitement the hose was cut 
five times and other impediments placed 
in the way of the firemen. Upon learning 
of this General Hughes issued orders to 
his men tu shoot the first man who inter- 
fered with the checking of the flames or 
attempted to start others. Several naives 
who picked up the burning wands and dart- 
ed off with them were either shot or bay- 
onetted by the guards and then a general 
round up of all the natives on the streets 
in the vivinity was ordered. As thousands of 
people were vacating their houses and 
carrying off their effects and the sidewalks 
and railways were littered with furniture 
for blocks, this was a work of some dif- 
ficulty, but by degrees the soldiers corral- 
led hundreds of protesting natives and 
hustled them into yards and vacant lots 
where they were guarded until the excite- 
ment subsided, 

At 9 o’clock the European volunteer fire 
brigade arrived on the scene with a mod- 
ern engine .and after three hours work the 
fire was controlled. Meantime the whole

two-thirds of that on the other side of the 
Street and a block and a half west ‘of it 
had been completely gutted, 

From a spectacular standpoint the fire 
was a magnificent sight, the flames leaping 
from the wooden structures fifty feet into 
the air, while millions of sparks glistened 
among the rolling clouds of smoke. 

Second Fire Breaks Ont. 

Shortly after midnight just as the weary 
workers and watchers were repairing to 
their quarters congratulating themselves 
that the fire, bad though it was, had been 
no worse, another blaze Was reflected from 
the smoke, beclouded sky in the direction 
of Tondo. This being the most densely 
populated native district in the city, which 
had always been identified with the rebel 
cause, preparations were at once made for 
the trouble, and it was not long in com- 
ing.

FiNLANDERS WANT ASSISTANCE, 


Men of the North Object To Being 
Taken in By the Czar. 

New York,April 2.—The Finnish-American 
central committee recently appointed by 
the Finlanders resident in the United 
States to organize opposition in the west- 
ern hemisphere to the czars recent uKase 
for the Russification of Finland, today is- 
sued an address to all Finlanders in the 
United States and Canada a calling upon 
them ‘‘to rise up as one man, strong in 
the knowledge of the righteous cause, and 
uphold their sacred rights before the 
world,*’ 

The address points out that it Is sought 
to uproot the constitution, to destroy Fin- 
land’s national existence by reducing the 
country to the condition of a mere Russian 
province, and declares that four things are 
to be done persistently to oppose this 
act. 

1. To call upon the American and Ca- 
nadian press to uphold the true and loyal 
people in their struggle for existence. 

2. Aid in the orgaization of mass meet- 
ings. 

38. Seek to interest the people of the 
United States and Canada in the movement. 

4. Aid in educating the Anglo-Saxon peo- 
ples in a knowl¢dge of Finland, her servi- 
ces to civilization, her history and her 
right. 

The address appeals for funds for the ex- 
penses of the Finnish delegation to Wash- 
ington; explains the necessity of central- 
ization the work as much as possible, and 
calls upon the Finlanders to pursue their 
labors with the greatest possible dispatch, 
So as to insure a party presentation of the 
cause of Finland to the government at 
Washington and through it to the United 
States delegates to the international peace 
congress which is to assemble at The 
Hague on May 18th next. 

The address is g@igned by officers of the 
central committee, including Esa Takala, 
president, and the members of the execu- 
tive committee.

WERE RIDDLED WITH SHELLS 


VESSELS. IN MONTEJO’S FLEET 
WERE TORN TO PIECES.

Intelligence Officer on the Baltimore 
Sends in a Late Report of 
the Battle. 


Washington; April 2—Lieutenant John M; 
Elliot, the intelligence ollicer of the Bal- 
timore, has forwarded to the navy de- 
partment, under date of January 1, 1899, a 
report of the effect. of the gun fire of 
Dewey’s fleet upon the Spanish war ves- 
sels in the battle of Manila. 

The report is based upon a persona] ex- 
amination of all the vessels, persona) con- 
versationsfwith officers aboard and ex- 
tracts from Admiral Montejo’s official rep- 
resentatiyes. It describes the effect of 
every shot from the Am rican fleet and 
proves that Montejo’s vessels were riddled 
by a perfect storm of shot and shell from 
the American guns, 

There was a much larger percentage of 
hits at Manila than at Santiago. This is 
accounted for by the fact that Dewey's 
fleet made a deliberate attack -with the 
most of the enemy’s ships at rest, while 
the appearance of Cervera’s fleet at San- 
tlago was unexpected and it was a run- 
ning fight. 

Lieutenant Elliott makes a summary of 
the number and siz of the shots which 
struck each of the Spanish vessels. 

The total number of hits observable was 
141, but there were doubtless many others, 
especially of small caliber through the rig- 
ging and burned superstructure of the 
Ships. After painstaking inquiry, Lieu- 
tenant Elliott makes the following report 
of casualties: Reina Crista, 130 killed, 90 
wounded; total 220. Castilla, 23 killed, 80 
wounded; total 103. Isla de Cuba, 2 wound- 
ed. Isla de Luzon, 6 wounded. Don Juan 
.de Austria, 22 wounded, Don Antonia de 
Ullos, 8 killed, 10 wounded; total 18. Mar- 
ques del Duer, no casualties. Shore hagt- 
teries, 6 killed, 4 wounded; total, 10. Tdtal 
167 killed, 214 wound.d: totul killed and 
wounded, 381. 

The following. points in connection with 
the examination of the Spanish ships is 
emphasized by Lieutenant Elliott: 

1. Tha sides ‘of iron and steel built cruis- 
ers do not arrest projectiles enough to 
explode them. 

2. The incendiary effect of bursting eight- 
inch shells is great, and far greater than 


would seem proportionate to that of lower 
caliters, : 

3. At ranges of over 2.500 yards the gun 
shields of cruisers are in no sense a pro- 
tection, but insure the annihilation of the 
gun's crew and the cisabling of the gun 
if struck by a large projectile. 

4. Warships of the present day will gen- 
erally be placed hors de combat by epn-

BULGARIANS AND TURKS FIGHT. 


Sultan’s Soldiers Attack Their Neigh- 
bors and Are Defeated. 

Vienna, April 2.—A serious collision has 
taken place between Bulgarian and Turk- 
ish frontier guards at Kozyl-Agob between 
Jamboli, eastern Roumelia, and Adrianople, 
on the banks of the Toonja, fifty-six miles 
south of Jamboli. 

According to a dispatch from Sofia, capi- 
tal of Bulgaria, the Turks attacked a weak 
Bulgarian outpost, but the Bulgarians, aid- 
ed by armed inhabitants, repulsed their as- 
sailants after a four hours’ fight.

HOT MUCH REST AT. MALOLOS 


Rumors Point to Early Collapse of the 
Insurgent Army, 


STILL «THE © FIGHTERS» REMAIN 


Spaniards Using Their Experience as 
a Basis Declare the Rebels Are 
by No Means Conquered 
ano That the End Is | 

Not Far Off. 


v 


Manila, April 2, 6:30 p. m.—The troops un- 
der General MacArthur are still resting 
at Malolos, where everything has been quiet 
today. Hostilities elsewhere, so far as of- 
ficially reported, have been limited during 
the last twenty-four hours to an occasfonal 
exchange of shots between the insurgents 
and the troops forming the lines of General 
Lawton and General Hall, extending from 
the water works to La Lonia. 


But this shooting has been just ac- 
tive enough to make the lives of the 
soldiers a burden and to compel the 
officers tc sleep in trenches, clothed 
and in readiness to repel possible at- 
tacks. 


Most of tlhe Americans are becoming con- 
vinced that the backbone of the insurgent 
opposition is broken. There are numerous 
rumors pointing to dn early collapse of the 
insurrection. One of these is that General 
Pio del Pilar, the best fighter among the 
Filipino officers, will desert Aguinaldo and 
give his support to the Americans. 

The Spaniards, reasoning from their ex- 
perience of the natives, refuse to believe 
that the rebellion is anywhere near put 
down. They declare that the Filipinos will 
not take their defeat at Malolos, with the 
loss of the city and the removal of their 
so-called government, seriously to heart. ° 

On,the contrary, the Spaniards prec 
dict that the insurgents will hover 
near the American lines, bothering 
them as much as possible and when 
attacked in force, dissolve, only to re- 
appear at other points. 


This sort of tactics, the Spaniards say, 
will be followed until the wet season com- 
pels the Americans to be ‘housed in bar- 
racks, and then the Filipinos will return 
and re-occupy such towns as the United 
States troops do not garrison. With the 
next dry season a repetition of*the present 
operations will begin. 

Time alone will show how much there is 
in this theory, but as against.it, it must be 
borne in mind that the Spaniards in all 
their domination of the Philippnes never 
gave the inhabtants a demonstration of: 
power comparable tn effectiveness to that 
given them by the United States. 

A priest and two memters of the so-called 
Filipino congress, who hid themselves in 
the woods during the fighting which pre- 
ceded the capture of Malolos, returned there 
this morning and declared that 2,000 of the 
Filipino soldiers were anxious to give up 
fighting and would do so but for their offi- 
cers, who keep them under arms, 

The whole country Letween Malolos and 
Caloocan is now full of friendless women, 
children and old people, who are returning 
to their homes carrying white flags. 

The Americans are trying to gain 
the contidence of the inhabitants by 
proving to them that if they will re- 
turn and attend to their ordinary work 
peacefully no harm will come to them. 

Two hundred and fifty civilians came back 
to their homes in Malolos last*evening. Two 
thousand women and ehildren, with a 
sprinkling of unarmed men, supposed to be 
warriors, came to the outskirts of Malolos 
on the sea side of the city and afterwards 
sneaked away, carrying all the goods they 
could. 

There has been no little good-natured ri- 
valry as to which regiment—the First Mon- 
tana or the Twentieth Kansas—is entitled 
to the honor of having raised its flag first 
in Malolos. Colone] Funston and twenty 
men of company E, Kansas volunteers, 
claim the distinction on the ground, as alj- 
ready cabled, of having entered the city at 
double quick and raised the company’s flag, 
but the first flag to be recognized officially, 
was that of company G, of the Montana in- 
fantry.

STILLWELL'S FRIENDS IN CONTROL 


Had Not the Contingent Out West Pe- 
titioned Court the Men in the 
Eas: Would Have Secured 
Charge of the Whole 
System. 


°-—The receivership 
for the Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gult 
railroad, granted in this. city Yate last 
right by Judge Gibson, of the circuit court, 
will, according to the company’s officials, 
interfere in no way with the operation of 
the property and the reorganization plans 
which have been making for some time 
since it will, it is claimed, go forward with- 
out delay. The receivers, ail of whom are 
Katisas City men, are friendly to the pres- 
ident of the road, Arthur E, Stillwell, who 
has engineered the property from its incep- 
tion. The act, they declare, is a friendly 
one and was made necessary to head off 
unfriendly eastern stockholders who c¢on- 
templated similar action. 

The history of the Kansas City, Pitts- 
burg and Gulf ra!llrcoad and its joint enter- 
prises, the northern connecting lines and 
the Port Arthur ship canal, contains prac- 
tically a realization of the long desired 
short line to the gulf. The finishing of the 
line Was accomplished mainly through the 
efforts of A. E. Stillwell, formerly vice 
president, now president of the road. The 
road grew out of the old Kansas City, Ne- 
vada and Fort Smith line, of which E. L. 
Martin was president. The Nevada and 
Fort Smith line was projected to run to 
Tie gulf, but only a comparattvely short 
part of it was finished when Mr. Stillwell 
picked up the proposition. The road was 
built during the financial crisis of 1892-93 
and was an undertaking which few men be- 
lieved would ever be completed. The orig- 
inal purpose was to make Sabine, Tex., 
the southern terminus. 

Kovwmntz Bros., of New York, owned 40,000 
acres of land in and around Sabine. Still- 
well made a proposition to build his road 
to Sabine if the Kountzes would give him 
Bl per cent of the interests there. The 
Kountzes declined the offer. 

Dutch Money Is Secured. 

Mr. Stillwell then went to Holland and 
interested Dutch capitalists in the enter- 
prise. It was finally decided to make Port 
Arthur, Tex., the road’s terminus and to 
build a ship canal from that point eight 
miles‘to Sabine lake. The last spike in the 
road was driven on September 11, 1897, and 
the first through train reached Port Ar- 
thur on that day. 

While the canal was building, injunction 
followed injunction to delay the work, and 
it was only finished on March 25th last 
when the first shipping was brought up to 
Port Arthur from the gulf. In the mean- 
time, Mr. Stillwell assumed the presidency 
of the road, E. L. Martin being vice presi- 
dent. Branch roads becoming necessary 
for Kansas, the Pittsburg and Gulf com- 
pany bought and built lines, giving them 
Omaha and Quincy connections. These lat- 
ter lines are not included in the receiver- 
ship. <A bid for the Alton road, for a Chi- 
cago entrance, was made, but fell through. 
Its long fight to compjete the canal made 
it apparent several months ago that the 
road would not for the present be able to 
meet the interest »pon its bonds and a re- 
_ Organization of the whole property was 
talked of. ‘Mr. Stillwell spent three months 
in New York working on th project, and 
when he returned to Kansas City last 
week it was announced that satisfactory 
Plans had been decided upon and would 
soon be announced. The reorganization 
plan was never made public in full, but it 
including a scaling down of the bonds, a 
reduction in the interest rate, an issue of 
preferred stock and a redistribution of se- 
curities all around. It became necessary, 
however, to extend the date of filing of the 
bends by stockholders, some of whom, it 
was stated, demurred to the reorganiza-

officials of the road to head them off. Ac- 
cordingly, C. E. Grannis, of New Haven, a 
heavy stockholder who is favorable to the 
local interests, applied for a receivership, 
arousing Judge James Gibson, of the cir- 
cult court, from bed at a late hour last 
night to appoint receivers.. The men ap- 
pointed, E. L. Martin, Robert Gillham and 
J. McD, Trimble, 
president, general manager and general 
counsel of the road and are friendly to Mr. 
Stillwell, 

Mr. Stillwell asked not to be included, 
stating he believed he could better serve 
the stockholders’ interests if his hands 
were left untied. Mr. Stillwell says: 

“The uncared for indebtedness. of the 
company, including coupons, is only $1,000,- 
000, or 5 per cent of the capital. The earn- 
ings of the road for March were $336,000, 
far in excess of anything that I had ex- 
pected before the canal was completed. 
With this amount of indebtedness, it will 
be a very casy job to reorganize the road 
to put.it on its feet in a very short time. 

“Had the road had three or four months 
more uninterrupted it would have quickly 
paid its floating debt without any trouble 
and would have had to take care of only 
its coupons of $575,000.’ 

The genera] allegation in the petition for 
receiver is thot the road is insolvent in 
that it is unable to meet the interest upon 
its bonds, which fell due April Ist, and 
which amount to $575,000, and its unable 
fo clear away certain other debts which 
reach a total of betvreen $300,900 and 8400,- 
000, 

Gibson Tells Why He Acted. 

Judge James Gibson, of the circuit court. 
who was last nicht from bed to 
appot the receivers, was seen tonight tv 
a Times resxorter. first declined to 
discuss the case, but finally said that there 
had been ‘‘absolutety no oLjection”’ to the 
three receivers named. He said that he did 
not consider that bis action has been ex- 
traordinary. He said that Mr. Martin had 
assured him that the petithoners for the 
receivership represented a majority of both 
stockholders and Londholders. 

“T was told,’’ continued Judge Gibson, 
“that an effort was to be made Monday in 
the federal court at St. Louis to secure the 
appointment of a receiver for the 
Pp, & G., and that the appointee 
would be inimical] to the Kansas 
City interests. The local people wanted 
to forestal) this. I told them that they 
must notify Karnes, Hagerman = and 
Krauthoff, for they had asked me°to send 
them word if any proceedings were to Le 
attempted before me. Mr. Martin went to 
see Mr. Hagerman personally. I decided 
that the petitioners had a right to the re- 
lief they asked. As a judge I have had the 
nerve to do my duty as I see it. T granted 
the petition. I named the receivers. That 
is all there is to it.”’ 

Judge Gibson said he could not say 
whether the federal courts were likely to 
interfere jn the case or not. 

The Journal tomorrow will say that Judge 
Caldwell, or some other federa] judge, will 
be asked to overturn the receivership 
granted by Judge Gibson and be petitioned 
to appoint as receivers,men who are dis- 
interested.

GOOD FOR COALING STATIONS 


SAMOAN ISLANDS ON LINE TO 
THE PHILIPPINES.

The Group Consists: of Ten Inhab- 
fited and Three Uninhabited © 
Tslands. 


Washington, April 2.—The people, pro- 
ductions and commercial and strategetic 
Importance of the Samoan jslands are dis- 
cussed in a publication just issued by the 
treasury bureau of statistics. The islands 
lie in an almost direct line between San 
Francisco and Australia and slightly south 
of the direct steamship line connecting the 
Philippines with the proposed Panama or 
Nicaraguan jnter-oceanic canals. Their 
special importance, therefore, it is stated, 
lies more in their position as coaling and re- 
pair stations on these great highways of 
commerce, rather than in their direct com- 
mercial value, their population being small 
and their imports and exports compara- 
tively of little importance. 

The group consists of ten inhabited and 
two uninhabited islands, with an area of 
1,700 square miles, and an aggregate popu- 
lation, according to latest estimates, of 
$6,000 people, of which some 200 are British 
subjects, 2% German, 25 American, 25 
Frenchmen, 25 of other nationalities, while 
the remainder are natives of the Plynesian 
race. The bulk of the population is located 
in the three islands of Upolou, Savali and 
Tutuila, the number in Upulou being 16,600, 
in Savaii 12,500, and in Tutuila, which con- 
tains the harber of Pago Pago, ceded to the 
United States in 1873 for a naval and coal- 
ing station, 3,700. 

The islands are of volcanic origin but fer- 
tile, producing cocoanuts, cotton, sugar ard 
coffee, the mort important, however, being 
cocoanuts, from which the “copra” of 
commerce is obtained by drying the hernel 
of the cocoanut. The exportation of copra 
from the islands jn 1896 amounted to 12,365,- 
% pounds, valued at $231,372. A consider- 
able proportion of this was exported to the 
United States and a larger proportion to 
Germany, whose citizens control its com- 
merce through a trading company which 
has long been established there. 

In 1896 the imports were $304,159, of which 
$47,552 care from the United States, $49,802 
from Germany, $177,857 from the Australa- 
sian colonies, $7,044 from Great Britain, and 
$21,904 from other countries. 

The exports in 1896 were $263,047, of which 
$231,372 was copra.

CBRYERA’S DEFEAT 


Says the Spaniards Were Whipped Before 
a Gui Was Fired. 


POINTS OUT MISTAKES MADE

Asserts That .United States Vessels 
Should Have Been Attacked. 


Commander Jacobson Writes Interest- 
ingly of Schley’s Great Victory 
in Southern Waters. 


Washington, April 2.—The bureau of naval 
intellicence of the navy department has is- 
sued the last of the series of sketches of 
the Spanish-American war by Commander 
Jacobson, ef the German protected cruiser 
Geter. The last of this interesting series 
deals with the condition of the Spanish 
ships after the battle of Santiago. This 
portion of the sketch contains a number of 
observations regarding the technical effect 
of our gun fire which will interest natal offi- 
cers. The most interesting observations to 
the laymen are those upon the strategy or 
lack of it displayed by Cervera. 

The Spanish admiral having been ordered 
to leave the harbor to remove the main ob- 
ject of the attack upon Santiago, Com- 
mander Jacobson says his position | was 
most difficult. He did not dare make the at- 
tempt at night and so decided to go out in 
broad daylight. 

“The whole crew,”’ he says, ‘‘fell a_victim 
to this fatal decision. Instructions for the 
sortie and the western course were issued. 
The admiral was entirely convinced of the 
impossibility of defeating the enemy or of 
reaching another Cuban harbor, even if he 
should succeed in steaming right through 
the hostile fleet. It is to this feeling of 
helplessness and impotence as against the 
American naval forces more than to any- 
thing else that I attribute the defeat. The 
Spanish ships had spent a month and a 
half in the harbor without even attempt- 
ing to attack the blockading flect when a 
favorable opportunity presented itself, or 
even of harassing it. The two torpedo boat 
destroyers were not used for the purpose 
for which they were intended. This inactiv- 
ity and lack of initiative must have had a 
very demoralizing effect on the officers and 
men. If we add to this the certain Knowl- 
edge that the opposing forces were much 
stronger, it will be readily understood that 
the idea of general fight after coming out 
of the harbor entrance was the only ac- 
ceptable one, especially in view of the pos- 
sibility of beaching the cruisers, thereby 
rendering them unserviceable, and eventu- 
ally rescuing the crews. From the very 
moment ‘that this feeling of impotence took 
possession of the Spanish and led to the 
above reflections their fate, psychologically 
speaking, was sealed. We do not mean to 
disparage their valor and tenacity in the 
midst of the hostile fire; but, on the other 
hand, it is quite natural that the admiral, 
seeing that everything was happening as 
he had foreseen, was the one who set the 
example of running his ship ashore. All the 
old commanders followed this example. 


Conscious of»Power. 


“On the American side the situation was 
just the reverse. Admiral Sampson's fleet 
was fully conscious of its power. The block- 
ade was being conducted in accordance 
with carefully prepared plans, as were also 
the arrangements in case of the enemy's 
attempt to escape, Frequent engagements 
with the Spanish forts had given com- 
manders and erews that calm and assur- 
ance in the handling of their weapon which 
guarantees success. The long blockade ser- 
vice, exhausting and monotonous, hardly 
interrupted by any action on the part of 
the Spanish, had strung the nerves to the 
highest pitch, and everybody was. anxious 
for the end to come. Suddenly the enemy 
attempts to escape. All the passions that 
had been smoldering under the ashes break 
forth, the welcoming opportunity for set- 
tling accounts with the enemy had come at 
last, and with a wild rush the American 
ships fell wpon their victims.” 

He speaks of the lack of the training of 
the Spanish crews, the neglect of gun and 
torpedo target practice, and of the inade- 
quate education of the commanders of the 
ships and torpedo boat destroyers, and says 
that it is mainly due to these deficiencies 
that the defeat was hastened and that the 
American ships sustained so few losses. 

he training of the engine personnel was 
also totally unreliable. Commander Jacob- 
s0n says that there was only one chance 
for the success of the sortie, adding: 

“It should have been made at night in 
scattered formation. After a personal inves- 
tigation of the locality, it is my opinion 
that it is entirely practicable for a fleet to 
leave Santiago harbor at night. The wreck 
of the Merrimac did not constitute an ob- 
struction. It is true that Admiral Sampson’s 
report on the night blockade states that the 
lightships were lying from one to two miles 
from Morro castle, according to the state 
of the atmosphere, and that they lighted 
up the channel for half a mile inside. Even 
the best searchlight, however, does not 
reach further than one mile. Therefore the 
illumination could not have been very ef- 
fective. Moreover, the shofte batteries, by 
opening fire upon the lightships, could have 
compelled them to change their positions: 
but, strange to say, this was never done. 

e dark nights at.the time of the new 
moon about the middle of June would have 
been best suited for the enterprise. 

Straight for the Enemy. 

“If the fleet did not attempt a night 
scrtie and was revertheless compelled to 
leave the harbor in obedience to orders. 
then the ships should have been headed 
straight at the enemy. All weapons, includ- 
ing the torpedo and the ram, should have 
been used. A bold attack in close forma- 
tion was the only chance of success against 
the superior hestile fighting forces, who 
wou'd hardly thave found time to form 
their lines.’’ 

The lessons Commander Jacobson derives 
from the battle brifly stated are: 

Abolition of all wood works of unprotect- 
ed torpedo tubes; protection for all gun 
crews against shell fire; protection of the 
fire extinguishing apparatus against shell 
fire; smokeless powder; greatest possible 
simplicity in the service of the gung and 
the greatest possible rapidity of fire; good

its hose and commenced to play upon the 
flames, which had again started in a block 
of buildings occupied by Chinese, than shots 
were fired at the men from windows of 
adjacent houses. Companies E and M of 
the Second Oregon volunteers, and M. and 
F, Thirteenth Minnesota volunteers, under 
Major Willis, were hastily re-inforced by 
Major Goodale’s battalion of the Thirty 
Third infantry and an attempt was made 
fo clean out the neighborhood. Suddenly, 
however, shots were fired from half a dozen 
streets at once and when this fusillade was 
followed by Volleys from Mausers in the 


Vicinity of railway station it was real- 


ized that the enemy had sneaked around 
to the left flank of the outposts at Caloo- 
can by way of the creeks and estuaries in 
the Vitas district, and there was other 
work than fighting fire to be done. 

As the strength of the enemy was un- 


known, it was a ticklish situation to cope 
with,but it had to be met and the Amerieans 
—regulars and volunteers alilke—met it like 
men. A skirmish line fully a quarter of a 
mile long was formed and advanced under 
cover of huts and trees until the rebels 
were discovered behind hastily formed bar- 
ricades of paving stones and street cars, 
commanding two streets and within two 
stone buildings, 
Firing Becomes Hot. 

The firing from bushes and shacks bhe- 
came so hot that it was found necessary 
to set fire to other shacks to windward in 
order to smoke the rebels out, and this 
having been done, an advance was made 
upon the barricades. Both were carried 
with a rush, but the rebels: made a de- 
termined stand within the ruin of an old 
church and {t was not unt!] a detachment 
of the Oregon volunteers flanked them from 
an adjacent brick building that they were 
moved. Thirty were shot within this in- 
closure and six more in another. Once the 
rebels commenced to fall back it was easy 
to keep them moving, although they threw 
up barrigades and hastily entrenched them- 
selves near the terminus of the Malabon 
street railway. This, however, occupied all 
of Thursday morning, the rebels not being 
driven out of the citv limits until long after 
daylight: While they left 113 dead on the 
ground and several hundred were taken 
prisoners, many escaped into the swamp 
lands north of the city, this side of Caloo- 
can, and are still believed to be in hiding 
there. In order to guard against further 
attacks of this nature, the whole of this 
section has been cleared, all the native 
shacks having been destroyed by fire. The 
American less was one private of the 
Twenty-third infantry killed, an officer end’ 
three privates of the Minnesota volunteers 
and a private of the Oregon volunteers 
wounded. 

While all this was happening beyond the 
scene of the fire, flames rapidly consumed 
whole blocks of bamboo structures, the pop- 
ming of the exploding canes conveying the 
impression that a battle was being fought. 
So long as the fire was confined to this class 
of buildings no effort was made to suppress 
it, but when it spread to otter streets lined 
with stone and brick buildings, a battalion 
of the Twenty-third infantry relieved the 
native firemen and fought the flames tntil 
noon, when they were finally subdued. 

It is impossible to estimate the amount of 
damage done by these fires, fully two thou- 
sand Luildings being destroyed, together 
with their contents. 


ILOILO WAS WHOLLY DESTROYED

The engagement which resulted in the 
capture of Iloilo was begun by the insur- 
gents firing on the Petrel. The Boston 
and Petrel replied with shells, which soon 
laid the place in ruins. The insurgents 
then retired, after burning the town. Most 
of the white people were on the transports 
when the conflagration started. One in- 
stance is known where this was not the 
case, and it was one calculated to steady 
the aim of every soldier in Iloilo. The 
insurgents captured an English girl, and 
locking her up in a house, burned it down 
over her head. She managed to escape, but 
died shortly afterwards of her injuries. 
Iloflo now presents a sad_ spectacle of 
desolation. All that is left of the once 
beautiful city are a few buildings along 
the water front. Already, however, mat- 
ters are becoming settled. A _ postoffice 
has been established, also a courthouse 
and all the necessary offices for transact- 
ing the business of the state. 

The Americans have captured a battery 
of seven guns from the insurgents and 
brought their prizes into the city. The 
losses of the insurgents on the island 
are not Known, as they removed their dead 
and wounded from the field. 

It is learned that Major General Otis 
thinks the insurgents can be subdued in 
about three months.

Birmingham, Ala., April 2.—(Special.)— 
Everything is in readiness now for the 
democratic city primaries on Tuesday. The 
contest has been a sharp one throughout, 
and on Tuesday the two young men who 
stand before the people for the nomination 
of mayor of the city, which is the same 
as an election, are the most talked-of men 
in this section of the state. Both have 
many friends, and that there have been 
no fatal difficulties is to be credited to the 
fact that both are young men of the high- 
er stations of life, and both well off finan- 
cially. 

There will be but little drinking in Bir- 
mingham on Tuesday, for the mayor issues 
proclamation that from Monday night at 
12 o’clock until Tuesday night at 12 o'clock, 
when the result of the primaries shall be 
known, the saloons shall keep all their 
doors tightly closed. It is proposed to have 
a quiet, but fair electon. Booze aned boodle 
will not play a part in the campaign. 

Both candidates feel confident that they 
are going to win on Tuesday. They and 
their managers hare worked hard and 
long, and a full poll of the registered vote 
is expected to be ‘brought out. Messrs. 
Ross €, Smith and Mel Drennen, the can- 
didates for the’ nomination for mayor, 
have had their names paraded from one 
end of the city to the other. Bets have 
been made on both sides, and the day to- 
morrow will be a regular button-hole one. 

There has been only one political organi- 
zation to indorse either of the candidates, 
and that was the German-American Union, 
which indorsed Mr. Drennen. However, 
the heavy politicians of the city are sup- 
porting Mr. Smith, besides the forces of 
Alderman John L. Parker, who was a 
candidate up to a couple of weeks ago. 

Both men, as.stated before, are men of 
family, and have been raised right in this 
county. Neither one is thirty-five years of 
age, and both are unmarried. There is 
ambition in both, and the mayorship of 
Birmingham is an honor that can make 
one feel proud. 

Grand Jury To Meet. 

The Jeffers6én county criminal court will 
begin its April term tomorrow, and among 
the first thing to be done will be the or- 
ganization of the grand jury. There are a 
number of cases to be brought to the at- 
tention of the grand jury, including those 
against the negroes who were arrested at 
Dolomite a few days ago for participating 
in a riot there, in the course of which two 
white men were seriously shot. The case 
against young Cahoon, who shot and killed 
the ex-policeman, Ira Goggans, last even- 
ing in the Arcade saloon, may be taken 
up, though probabilities are that the case 
will be dismissed tomorrow morning when 
tried before Justice of the Peace McNally, 
as evidence points to self-defense on the 
part of the boy. The solicitor of the 
county, Mr. Heflin, was collecting evidence 
shortly after the shooting occurred, and 
there is no telling whether the case will 
go to the grand jury or not. There are a 
number of other cases to be handled: by 
the jury, and the session promises to be 
an interesting one. 

Easter in Birmingham. 

Easter was observed in Birmingham by 
services at the churches today, and the 
congregations were all large. The millinery 
dealers, besides the dry goods and clothing 
people, have been doing a rushing business 
all the month, and the result of their 
labors is to be noticed now.

HITCH SEES MONEY IN HAY. 


Brooks County Farmer Sells All He 
Makes. 

Quitman, Ga., April 2.-4Special.)—¥ _ 
correspondent had an interesting conver 
tion with Mr. J. W. Hitch, of eect ag Po 
day or two since. Mr. Hitch is one of ~_ 
most progressive farmers of this —, 
and what he is doing with his farm at 
Morven, twelve miies north of here, proves 
that with the right man in charge Brooks 
county land is-fully up to its reputation. 

Two or three years ago Mr. Hitch be- 
came disgusted with cotton and decided 
to make a series of- experiments In order 
to find other crops which would pay bet- 
ter. Among other things he tried peavines, 
German millet and timothy. His friends 
told him it was useless, as hay crops could 
not be grown here. His first year's experi- 
ence proved this to be untrue, and iast 
year he planted seventy-five acres, from 
which he cut about one thousand bales of 
first-class hay without fertilization or ex- 
perience. He ordered a modern press from 
the clover belt of northwest Georgia and 
put the crop up in neat bales. The .hay is 
of first quality and he has sold his whole 
crop without any trouble and has had a 
number of orders aggregating several tons 
which he is unable to fiil. This section 
uses quantities of western hay, and it is 
this town and the various mills and stills 
along the south Georgia road that have 
bought his crop. 

When in Savannah a few days ago he 
showed samples of it to the various com- 
mission merchants and found them per- 
fectly willing to handle it. To ship to 
Savannah profitably, however, it would be 
necessary to get better freight rates, as 
his rate is only a cent or two lower than 
from Tennegsee ‘points. Even if such a 
rate could not be secured the loeal demang 
is practically uflimited. There are seven 
turpentine stills and ten sawmills of vari-

TAKES HIS OWN LIFE 


Snetenitiend 


Retired Naval Offlcer Commits Suicide 
in a Sanitariom, 


ILL HEALTH WAS THE CAUSE 


Native of Massachusetts He Began 
His Career in the Early Fifties. 


HE SERVED DURING THE CIVIL WAR 


In 1896, After Forty-Six Years of Con- 
tinuous Service He Was Placed 
on Retired List. 


Boston, April 2.—Rear Admiral Charles 
C. Carpenter, United States navy, retired, 
committed suicide at a sanitarium in one or 
the suburban districts of this city yesterday. 
The admiral had been in ill health for some 
time. : 

Admiral Carpenter for the past six weeks 
was an inmate of the Adams Nervine asy- 
lum in the Jamaica Plains district, and it 
Was at that place that the suicide occur- 
red. At the earnest request of his family, 
tthe details were withheld from the public. 
The medical examiner has not made his 
report. As usual in such cases, the police 
have been notified, but even they kept 
from knowing the circumstances of the 
suicide until twenty-four: hours afterwards. 

For a number.-of years previous to his 
retirement Admiral Carpenter suffered ge- 
verely from nervous disorders, and after 
being released from service, went under 
medical treatment. He had apparently re- 
covered, but six weeKs ago there came a 
relapse and he was again placed in the asy- 
lum. Again he seemed to improve, and the 
family had hoped that he would be himself 
again. It is stated that the means of death 
was by shooting in the head. 

The release of the body by the medical 
examiners will probably be given tomorrow, 
but as yet no details for the funeral ar- 
rangements have been made. 

Charles C, Carpenter was born fn “reen- 

field. Mass., February 27, 1834. Tie was ap- 
pointed a midshipman from this state Oc- 
tober 1. 1850, and wags attached to the saloon 
Portsmouth, of the Pacific squadron, from 
1851 to 1855. He was in the naval academy 
from 1855 to 1856, and was promoted to 
passed midshipman on June 20th of the 
latter year. . 
_ As a lieutenant commander in the South 
Atlantic squadron he participated in the 
operations and attacks upon the defenses of 
Charleston on April 7th, July 10th and Au- 
kust 17, 1863. His first command was the 
steamer Wyoming, of the same squadron. 

For three vears—188& to 18%0—he. ac can- 
tain. commanded the recelying ship Wabas, 
at the Charleston navy yard, and in June 
of the latter year was transferred to Ports- 
mouth, ‘as captain of the yard, and later as 
commandant. 

He received his commission as commo- 
dore in 1893 and as rear admiral a year 
later. AS commander of the Asiatic equad- 
ron in 1894 he saw many of the naval move- 
ménts of the Chinese-Japanese war. Under 
his orders were fired the first and only shot 
by an American man-of-war at a Chinese 
ship, thereby enforcing the demands of this 
government and averting the impending 
breach of relations befween the United 
States and China. His action was com- 
mended by our government. 

Admiral Carpenfer was retired in 1896, 
after forty-six years of continuous and hon- 
orable service, 

During the Spanish ‘was Admira) Carpen- 
ter was recalled from retirement to act as 
commandant of the Portsmouth navy yard, 
in place of Commodore Remey, who had 
hoisted his flag on tne’receiving snip Lan- 
caster, at Key West. 

Admiral Carpenter leaves a widow and 
family, one son being Assistant Surgeon D. 
M. Carpenter, who was on the Raleigh dur- 
ing the operations against Manila, and who 
has been transferred to the Olympia. 


UMPIRE WILL NOT BE NEEDED. 


England, Germany and United States 
Will Get Together Easily. 

Washington, April 2.—The opinion is ex- 
pressed in official circles here that the out- 
look for a satisfactory and peaceful final 
adjustment of Samoan .affairs is decidedly 
hopeful. | 

The statement was made today in a well 
informed quarter that it is altogether like- 
ly that the joint high commission, by vir- 
tue of the plenary powers vested in its in- 
‘dividual members, will be able to conclude 
a settlement of the Samoan question sat- 
isfactorily to all the powers concerned, and 
that there is such an understanding be- 
tween the three powers as almost certainly 
will prevent any disagreement such as 
would make it necessary to ask King Oscar 
of Sweden and Norway to act as umpire. 

The peaceful solution of this delicate 
question, full of: possibilities of serious 
trouble, is regarded as a triumph of diplo- 
macy and as furnishing the strongest kind 
of evidence of a desire on the part of Ger- 
many as Well as of the other two powers 
to maintain the most amicable relations one 
with the other.

April 2.—Colonel Berner, of the 
Yhird Géorgia volunteers, was in Macon 
a short while today en route from Augusta 
where his regiment is stationed, to Forsyth, 
his home: This is Colonel Berner’s first visit 
to his home since the return of the Third 
Georgia from Cuba. He is looking well and 
is in splendid: spirits. Macon is considerably 
interested in the Third Georgia, ag there 
are a number of Maconites who are mem- 
bers of the Third. The Third has not been 
paid for two months, and will be in service 
at least another month. As the men will 
also get two months’ additional pay when 
mustered out for fhaving served in a foreign 
country, they will have five months’ pay in 
hand when they are finally mustered out. 
The men in this regiment are Known as 
liberal spenders and they will doubtless 
pour thousands of dollars into the coffers 
of Augusta’s merchants when they are 
given their pay. 

The return of Colonel Berner to Geor- 
gia, has put some people to talking again, 
and they naturally think he will offer for 
political office in the near future. He is 
mentioned as a possible candidate for con- 
gress from the sixth district next year, but 
no one seems to know positively what 
Colonel Berner’s intentions are. Colonel 
Berner may never intend to be a candidate 
for political office again, for some time ago, 
in a letter written to a friend requiring a 
political service of him, Colonel Berner said: 

“This will probably be the last favor I 
shall ever ask in a political way fram you.”

Then, when the play is 
stage, scenery and properties can got 
out of the way, and the room made ready 
for dancing, in twenty minutes. Not a nail 
will be driven, not a mark or a scratch 
made upon anything. 

For small halls, that 
stage,’ but more often do not, 
scenery These places are, 
of different size, but the artist cireumyent¢s 
difficulty by making his proscenium 
fronts on the teles: principle, thus 
making them easily adjustable to ail ordi- 
nary variations. He also keeps in stock a 
number of curtains of varied size and de- 
sign: his scenery yaries in height from 
eight feet, for small houses, to twenty feet, 
for little theaters and halls. He gen- 
erally pick out almost everything the stage 
manager of the private amateur perform- 
ancé wants; and what he has hot, he glad- 
ly makes and adds to his stock. 

The back parlor of the house is generally 
‘the one given up te the action of the play. 
The stage which’ the artist whas 
broveht with him.is a foot and a half high; 
it is made in sections, so that it is easy to 
handle, and quickly adjusted just back of 
the folding doors, the frames of the doors 
forming a permanent proscenium. 

Just back of this, comes the frame upon 
which the ‘drop’ curtain is adjusted—this 
is the second, or artistic proscenium. Itisa 
square, the drop curtain forming one side, 
While the three other sides are formed by 
an open framework from which are 
pended the drops for the various scenes, as 
also the borders, whicn finish out the pic- 
ture overhead. On the sides are the wings; 
also supported from the frames—so that 
not any part of the construction comes in 
contact with theg walls or ceiling. This 
frame can be put up and taken down

The artist brings his row of footlizhts, 
which are adjusted on a line with the door 
frames, ani connection is made with the 
gas by means of a piece of rubber tubing. 
Little reflectors are between the audience 
and the footlights, and a chain between 
the lights and the players,.the same as in 
a theater. 

As each act is finished, and the scenery 
comes off, if it is not.to be used again 
that night, it is shoved up as near the 
back parlor windows as possible. The in- 
stant the curtain is rung down on the last 
act, the scenic artist and all his assistants 
work with a vim to get the stuff out of 
the room. They do not bother just now 
to pack ‘it up; they can do that at their 
ease later on. Men in the back parlor pass 
the stage, scenery and properties through 
the windows to their assistants in the yard 
until every piece is out of the room; then 
they go down stairs, pack it up arid re- 
move it through the basement. Before the 
members of the cast have removed their 
grease paint and stage costumes, the floors 
are ready for the dancers.

Visitors to the national capital have 
noticed with surprise and a certain spe- 
cies of gratification the uniform courte- 
sy which the Washingtonian extends to 
the president, whether he be republic- 
an or democratic, demagogue or states- 
man. | ‘ 

The president may enter a theater, 
may walk the most public or the most 
private streets, may drive in any of the 
parks on the afternoons when they are 


-erowded with visitors, and there. will 


be an absence of that vulgar and oppres- 
Sive curiosity which is a quality of the 
uneducated and thoughtless peasants of 
the old world, when brought into con- 
tact with royalty. Americans seem to 
keenly realize that their president is but 
one of their number, elevated by the 
popular choice to the head of the govern- 
ment, and that such being the case, he 
deserves and receives that subtle courte- 
sy which allows a citizen to pursue his 
inclinations when out of the 
thraldom of official duty, without imper- 
tinent curiosity and interference which 
frequently makes political success a ca- 
lamitous bore. 

The conduct of the people of Washing; 
ton is, happily, only an indication of 
the manners of the remainder of our 
people. To be sure, there are many 
and striking exceptions to this general 
rule, but it is consoling to reflect that 
the bulk of Americans have that ‘“‘sav- 
oir faire’ and intuitive good breeding 
which years of training and inherited 
teaching have failed to-impart to the av- 
erage European. 
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Currency Reform. 

The NewsYork Journal has plang for 
reforming the currency which may not 
appeal to every one, and which certain- 
ly will not appeal to those who believe 
in monopolies conducted for private 
profit. But in commenting on some 
of the criticisms of those who do not 
believe in its scheme, The Journa] asks 
@ question which all the gold organs 
put together cannot answer in a way to 
satisfy reason, logic and common sense 
without committing themselyes to a 
policy which they denounce as a heresy. 

The Journal says: “The national 
banks issue notes, which are not a legal 
tender. These notes are accepied every- 
where at par, because they are payable 
in lawful money of the United States, 
which may be either gold, silver, Sher- 
man notes or greenbacks, and because 
the treasury holds United States bonds 
with whodse proceeds they may be re- 
deemed if the issuers default. Now, if 
bank noies, payable in government pa- 
per, secured by United States bonds, and 
not legal tender, are accepted at. par, 
what is to hinder the acceptance of the 
government paper itself, when it is 
made legal tender, payable in coin, and 
exchangeable for bonds at. the pleas- 
ure of the holder? Where is the ‘fiat- 
ism’ or ‘creating something out of noth- 
ing’ in that?” 

The answer is very simple. There is 
no more ‘‘fiatism”’ or “creating some- 
thing out of nothing” in such a decree 
than there is in the decree by which the 
government imparts to a piece of metal, 
otherwise dead, the power of money. 


-Fiatism begins and ends when the gov- 


ernment confers the potentiality of le- 


gal tender money on any article, wheth-” 


eer metal or paper. But when a gold 
organ talks about ‘‘fiat’”” money or “‘fiat- 
ism,” he swells up and feels that he has 
arrived safely at the pinnacle of finan- 
cial knowledge. He couldn’t tell you 
how he got there, but he feels that he 
is there. 

There is the Reform Club, which is 
now in favor of a credit currency based 
on the commercial assets of a bank. That 
organization has swelled some over 
“filatism,” but individually and collec- 
tively it will never be able to explain how 
or why currency notes based on com- 
mercial assets are More convenient or 
better than notes issued and guaran- 
teed by the government. The Consti- 
tution,.as our readers know, is heartily 
in favor of this credit currency, but 


ee 


: . 
the Reform Club fs in favor of retiring 
the greenbacks and issuing these credit 
notes as a substitute. In view of such 
& proposition, the talk about ‘“fiatism” 
becomes ridiculous, and all the argu- 
ment about “sound” money and a “cur- 
rency redéemable in gold” falls to the 
ground and explodes like a boy’s bubble. 

The only “reform” the republicans are 
likely to bring about will be bounded 
and limited by the scheme to hold the 
greenbacks in the treasury until they 
are exchanged for gold. Under this 
scheme, the international banks can 
easily retire two-thirds of the green- 
backs by paying them into the treasury 
in exchange for gold. Further than 
this, the republicans will not go, and 
the whole financial question, as well as 
some other questions that are not finan- 
cial, will have to be fought out next year 

—and in that campaign, the democratic 
party will not have to bear the burden 
of Clevelandism.

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Warm Talk. 


Mr. Rockefeller, of the Standard On 


Company, founded the University of Chi- 
cago and has endowed it most liberal- 
ly. The University of Chicago, in or- 
der to keep gstep with other institutions 
of learning, has a department of sociol- 
ogy. The head. of this department, 
Professor Small, has recently found it 
necessary to make a deliverance on the 
socialistic features of trusts and com- 
binations, and the way he talks shows 
that the faculty of Mr. Rockefeller’s in- 
stitution do not feel that they are ham- 
pered by the fact that their funds have 
been supplied by the head of the most 
powerful business combination the world 
ever saw. From Professor Small’s de- 
liverance, we cull the following examples 
which, if they had fallen from the lips 
of Mr. Bryan. would win for the demo- 
cratic leader a crop of fresh. denuncia- 
tion on the part of the so-called “‘con- 
servative’”’ press: 

In this age of so-called democracy we 
are getting into the thrall of the most re- 
lentless system of economic oligarchy that 
history thus far records. 

The men who denounce present society 
have profound reason for thefr complaints, 
We are in the midst of the most bewilder- 
ine labyrinth of social entanglements in 
which the human eace has wandered up to 
date, 

There seems to be no practical alterna- 
tive between, on the one hand, swelling the 
clamor of wild and incoherent revolt, and, 
on the other hand, giving one’s moral sup- 
port to conservatism, most falsely and fa- 
tally so-called, which intensifies the evils Ly 
denying that they exist. 

If you will heed the symptoms from bank 
and office and factory and railroad head- 
quarters and daily préss, you have discov- 
ered that the very men who are making 
these combinations are beginning to be 
afraid of their own shadows. These very 
business men, who claim to ‘have a monopo- 
ly of practical common sense, have involv- 
ed themselves and all the rest of us in a 
grim tragedy or errors. ° 

The march of human progress is getting 
reducible to marking time in the lockstep of 
capital’s chaingang. 

It would be infinitely more for human 
weal if every dollar. of wealth should be 
cleaned from the earth, if. we could have 
instead of it industry and honesty and jus- 
tice, and love and faith, than to be led 
much further into this devil’s dance of cap- 
italism. ; 

This, as a contemporary remarks, is 
warm talk. It sounds like an echo of 
Debs, and is, in fact, a complete indorse- 
ment of everything that has ever been 
said against “capitalistic combinations.” 
The truth is, that this socialtstic ten- 
dency of capital goes farther and cuts 
deeper than any or all the propositions 
that have been made by the wildest ad- 
herent of socialism. 

Professor Small looks the facts of the 
situation squarely in the face, and hence 
his hot warning, which falls like a 
bombshell at the feet of those who are 


in 
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munication and manufacture; the home 
of steam and of electricity, this new 
power had beceme the seething caldron 
of commercial, agricultural and mental 
activity while it was still in the swad- 
dling clothe¢ of political existence. 

Is it any wonder that men, born 
amid the echoes of the revolution and 
witnessing the accomplishment of 80 
much within a lifetime, should have 
stood upon the road crossings or in the 
public house, like our friend in the 
asylum, and found themselves unable to 
believe all that was in the air? Were 
not the glories of the revolution enough? 
To those accustomed to old conditions 
they were. The achievements of the 
men who followed Washington were 
alone sufficient to form the heroic age of 
any nation, and with them we might 
well have fulfilled our destiny as a peo- 
ple, and in time, have disappeared before 
the advent of some strong people who 
might assert their right to world control. 

All this might have been so, and 
would have been so had we been con- 
fined within the limits set by. human 
leadership. But there was a wider field. 
Can the nation which now rests between 
the two oceans limit its destiny any 
more than did the’ thirteen colonies 
which formed a union, only to be over- 
whelmed by new states within the first 
half century of existence? 

Are We in the hands of men, or in the 
power of providence?

Rallied by Bryan. 

In his speech before a democratic 
meeting in Kansas Mr. Bryan gave ut- 
terance to the great democratic truth of 
the hour: 

The Chicago platform must stand! 

The internal opposition to democracy 
has been disappointed. Such whilom 
leaders as Palmer, Carlisle. Bynum and 
others have been unloaded and branded 
so that they are incapable of further 
harm. ‘The democratic masses which 
stood together in 1896 have long since 
been recruited by those who were misled 
at the time by false leaders. In the 
democratic national convention of 1900 
there will be neither spies nor bolters— 
all democrats—all upon the platform— 
and all determined’ to bury repubiican- 
ism and its allies. 

Mr. Bryan, therefore, spoke the truth 
when he declared that there now exists 
a harmony which has been hitherto un- 
known.

For once they were de- 
termined to have a platform which any 
wayfaring man might understand. Not-

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Talk—and More Talk. 


Not many years ago there was con- 
fined in the insane asylum at Milledge- 
ville a very peculiar personage. His in- 
cessant hobby was the playing of bil- 
liards. Whenever a visitor would make 
his appearance the old man would rush 
up to him with the air of one dread- 
fully in earnest, and ask: ‘‘Have you 
heard that the yankees are trying to 
free our slaves?” 

The civil war had been over for thir- 
ty vears; the age in which the old man 
imagined himself to be was buried un- 
der so much blood and history that it 
had become ancient. Yet here was a 
survivor who talked with 1859 as his 
present, oblivious of the fact that the 
world had moved; that human plans 
had all been disrupted, and that a mil- 
lennium of changes had happened in 
history. The old man stood stationary 
while al] the world had passed him by. 
It was somewhat of a graveyard feeling 
which his earnest inquiries produced— 
and one which could not readily be dis- 
missed. 

This man, it is true, was found in a 
lunatie asylum, but we do not have to 
go to such a place at all times to find 
men who have been left behind in the 
march of events. In fact, there are but 
few men who are capable of measuring 
events as they pass by, and none who 
can measure their effect upon the fu- 
ture. A few colonists, angered by a 
tea tax, made Boston harbor famous. 
Their straggling compatriots rallied to 
their support. To their surprise all- 
conquering England admitted defeat 
and withdrew her troops. The privi- 
lege of cultivating potatoes and wheat, 
provided it was accompanied by security 
against Indian encroachments, was con- 
sidered the height of human happiness. 
The continental veterans returned to 
their homes, and entered upon the hum- 
drum duties of rural life. 

How little these men dreamed of the 


true nature of the work which they had . 


accomplished! The defeat of the Eng- 
lish army, which they looked upon as 
being of so much moment, was but an 
inconsiderable incident when compared 
with what was to follow. Slowly the 
thirteen colonies came together in a 
federal union. With mutual doubt and 
mistrust they began the work of build- 
ing up a new government. Compromises 
became frequent and famous in order to 
tide over local frictions; the work of 
carving new states out of unoccupied 
territory soon made the thirteen origin- 
als become the minority. France and 
Spain were bought out of the continent- 
al mainland; Mexico was compelled to 
cede her fairest possessions: rail and 
telegraph linked the oceans, while for a 
moment internecine strife clouded our 
greatness from the view of European 
statesmen. ; 

The world had moved! iA new power 
had come into existence. With the ti- 
midity of childhood, it lingered upon 
the threshold and refused to believe in 
the maturity which was dawning. ‘With 
resources of nature which eclipsed the 
whole world beside; with inventive gen- 


ius which revolutionized travel, com- 


be maintained—the morals and progress 
of the black race as well as of the white. 
Anarchy and confusion have reigned su- 
preme in every community in which 
the black voter became the balance of 
power—not that he wag black, but that 
he represented, to so large a degree, the 
unintelligent element.

The excuse is made 
that these votes count and are being 
cast by the other side. The result is 
that both sides become tainted with:the 
corruption which marks ill-doing, and 
that there is no escape from it except 
through the elimination of the black 
vote. We are, therefore, fully prepared 
to believe the statement of Mr. Willett, 
who spoke in the Augusta meeting that 
—the white primary is not aimed against 
the negro, but against crime—the crime of 
the white man buying the regro’s vote, and 
the crime of the negro selling his vote. He 
said he had been approached thy a leading 
negro citizen, after the municipal election, 
asking him to do al) he could in the inter- 
est of a white primary. He recognized that 
it would mean his own disfranchisement, 
but he was willing to submit to this in the 
interest of the morals of his people and the 
.community. 

Many years ago the people of Atlanta 
discovered that to obtain freedom from 
anarchy, the purchaséable vote had to be 
eliminated, and out_of this conviction 
grew the white primary. In suéh pri- 
mary contests there is left open every 
opportunity for the display of rival opin- 
ions, but they must stand or fall by the 
decision of voters representing the best 
that there is in the community.

A Visit to Emmett’s Haunt. 

Mr. George P. Handy, of Tacoma, Wash., 
writes The Constitution of a recent visit 
which he paid to Emmett, the 
author of “Dixie.” “He lived,’ 
writes Mr. Handy, “within a mile or two 


of Mount Vernon, O., in a plain one-story: 


cottage containing two rooms. There was 
a small plot of ground attached which did 
not seem to be cultivated, and he had in 
addition a few chickens, ducks, etc. 
larger room of the cottage was probably 
9x12 feet, and was crowded with old music, 


} both manuscript and printed, newspapers 


and other printed matter; so that there 
was practically nothing but a narrow path 
left on the floor to enable him to get to 
his cot-bed. Mr. Emmett was a pleasant, 
cheerful old gentleman, and seemed to be 
enjoying very good health, notwithstand- 
ing that he was pretty well advanced in 
years. I found him seated out of doors on 
a home-made bench, that had once done 
duty as a box, and he was engaged in 
reading, and, as I remember, had no need 
of glasses. He was dressed neatly, but the 
evidences of poverty were quite apparent. 
I had gone to see him on a uttle matter 
of business, and in the course of conver- 
sation learned, what was afterwards con- 
firmed elsewhere, that his sole source of 
cash income was a monthly remittance of 
$10, which he received from the Actors 
Fund. He was not a subscriber, and the 
allowance was voluntarily made him, in 
recognition of his former standing in ‘the 
profession.’ He did not complain in any 
way of his poverty, but told me that of 
the $10 referred to he always gave half to 
a sister, or sister-in-law, who was in in- 
digent circumstances herself. He did not 
wish this lAtter fact to become public, 
thinking that if it came to the knowledge 
of the Actors’ Fund people it might result 
in his allowance being reduced in like 
proportion. Since he stood the effect of the 
division himself, I told him I did not think 
such action. would ever be taken.’ 


The Launching of “Dixie.” 

“When Emmett wrote ‘Dixie,’"" con- 
tinues Mr. Handy, “and it was decided to 
publish it, he sold it outright for a lump 
sum to Firth, Hall & Co., of New York 
city, but it is possible that before he did 
that he may have had a royalty arrange- 
ment, which did not, however, last long, 
as he was rather improvident, and may 
have found himself ‘hard up,’ under which 
conditions he would be willing to sell out. 
However that may have beengghe never 
had the royalty contingent interest to fall 
back upon in his later days, and it ap- 
pears that in executing the assignment of 
copyright his lack of knowledge of copy- 
right law led him to sign away not only 
the first term of copyright, as is usual, 
but in addition thereto he also signed 
away all his interest in the second term of 
fourteen years, which, under ordinary con- 
ditions, would revert to the author or his 
heirs, He had never heard of such a pro- 
vision of the law until I mentioned it to 
him about thirty-five years after the paper 
had been executed. It was in the hape of 
finding that he had the reversionary in- 
terest mentioned that I called on him, only 
to find that there was no such source of 
revenue open to him—and by his own act. 
The chances .are, however, ‘that had he 
got into a tight place he would have sold 
it anyhow. 

‘“‘Now, the suggestion that occurred to 
me, in connection with reading the clipping 
was this: Inasmuch as Emmett was the 
composer of the real battle song of the 
confederacy, and he is now poor, and can- 
not have very many megre years to live, 
since he is eighty years old, would it not 
be feasible for some prominent paper to 
agitate through the south the idea of rais- 
ing a small annuity for him, to be paid 
during his life time, and after death, the 
principal to be disposed of as might be 
thought best, either to some directly char- 
itable institution in the south, or through 
the Actors’ Fund? I should think that on 
from three to five hundred dollars a year 
he would feel that he was living like a 
king, as he has the little house and plot 
of ground I spoke of. If it were done, it 
ought to be confined to subscriptions from 
natives of the south exclusively, and the 
money should be provided in such a way 
that Emmett would use it for himself, and 
not be in a position to give it away, as he 
would be inclined to Go. 


Lamb on Scotch Want of Humor.

CANNON FORBES RETURNED 


HIas Been in Cuba with Third United 
States Volunteers. 


WAS HONORABLY DISCHARGED 


Talks Interestingly of His Experiences 
While Detailed To Important 
Work on the Island. 


Cannon Forbes, late private {n company 
G, Third United States volunteers, son of 
W. T. Forbes, returned Saturday from 
Cuba, where he has been stationed since 
last August. He enlisted in June and was 
mustered in July lst at (Macon and arrived 
at Santiago de Cuba August 18th. 

The company left Santiago shortly after 
their arrival in Cuba and did garrison duty 
on the northern coast of the island. Pri- 
vate Forbes’s battalion was the first Amer- 
ican soldiers to reach Baracoa. They land- 
ed August 30th and the next day disarmed 
790 Spaniards in charge of the fort. On 
September ist they hoisted the American 
flag over the administration building in the 
city and declared the town under the pro- 
tection of the United States. 

After the affair at Baracoa the company 
was ordered to the town of Sagua de Tan- 
amo, where the company has been stationed 
ever since. Privates Cannon Forbes, of 
Atlanta, and Walter P. Thomas, of Smith- 
ville, Ga., were detailed to occupy the old 
Spanish blockhouse on the coast and notify 
headquarters of the arrival of vessels and 
to collect duties from all foreign boats. 

Before taking up their abode in the old 
blockhouse they lived with a Cuban family 
in a small two-room house near the 
bor and were twenty-one miles from the 
company. A telephone line was construct- 
ed from the blockhouse and connected with 
the headquarters of the company inland. 
The two privates were stationed at the 
blockhouse from December to March. 

Private Forbes says that the country 
about Sagua de Tanamo is the finest to- 
bacco region on the island and that bananas 
grow there in great abundance. Few 
oranges are to be found, he states, but the 
vegetation is very luxuriant and beautiful. 

He was taken sick shortly after his ar- 
rival on the island and was. confined to 
the company hospital for several weeks. 
At that time his family secured his honor- 
able discharge from the army through Con- 
gressman Lon Livingston. The discharge 
was signed December l4th, but did not 
reach him until last month. 

He took ship from Cuba to New York ana 
arrived there last Thursday. He was al- 
lowed full pay and transportation to the 
place of his enlistment and arrived here 
yesterday. 

At the time of his enlistment he was six- 
teen years old and was one ef the youngest 
members of the company. He is six feet 
and one inch in height and weighs 182 
pounds.

SLAYER SAID TO HAVE BEEN DRINKING 


Victim Dragged from a Buggy and 
Killed in the Road—Smith makes 
Plea That Killing Was To 
Avenge Insult to 
a Lady. 


News was received in the city last night 
of a Sunday tragedy in Habersham coun- 


ty in which William B. Bell, a traveling 
Salesman for an Atlanta drug store, was 
beaten to death with a stick in the hands 
of J. S. Smith. 

The Killing occurred near a small village 
called Soque Postoffice, and: the man who 
wielded the clu of death had been the 
host of the victim but a few hours before. 

Smith is said to have been intoxicated at 
the time of the killing. He claims the kill- 
ing was to avenge an insult which Bell 
had offered a lady member of his family. 

Bell traveled for the wholesale hose of 
John B. Daniel, of Atlanta. He was on the 
road selling drugs when the killing occur- 
red. 

Saturday night Bell remained at the home 
of J. S. Smith, who is commonly known in 
the upper part of Habersham county as 
“Si” Smith. During Saturday evening Bell 
and Smith are said to have drank together. 
Bell did not drink to excess, but Smith did, 
S0 the news is reported from the scene of 
the tragedy. 

Early Sunday morning Bell left Smith's 
house in a buggy. He had driven but a few 
yards when Smith overtook him, running 
after the buggy on foot. Reaching the 
vehicle, he caught hold of Bell and dragged 
him to the ground. Then with a heavy 
stick, which he had taken with him, Smith 
beat Bell until the latter was lying dead 
in the road, 

it is said that Smith ts a very quarrel- 
some man, and is anything but a pleasant 
companion when drinking. 

Smith admits the killing, but tries to jus- 
tify himself on the alleged ground that Bell 
had grossly insulted a lady member of his, 
Smith’s, family. 

The sheriff of Habersham county left 
Clarksville yesterday afternoon for the 
scene of the homicide, as soon as he heard 
of it. He will arrest Smith and hold him 
until the proper papers can be taken out 
charging the prisoner ‘with murder. 

Bell was about thirty-five years of age. 
Ho traveled for the Lamar-Rankin Drug 
Ccmpany, of Atlanta, for several years, and 
left that company about a year ago to ac- 
cept a position with John B. Daniel. His 
home was at Cleveland, Ga., but his wife 
and children have recently been residing at 
Gainesville. |

The agitation of the question of open 


‘doors during the meetings of the board 


of education has thoroughly aroused the 
public to the necessity of preventing the 
board from continuing its star chamber 
proceedings. So much intefest has been 
manifested by the citizens of Atlanta in 
the question that Alderman Mitchell will 
this afternoon introduce a resolution in 
the city council providing that sessions 
of all city boards be open to the public. 
Hamilton Douglas, member of the board 
of education from the fourth ward, who 
knows the evils of secret sessions better 
than any citizen not a member of the 
board, was seen yesterday and asked what 
he had to say in regard to recent replies 


from those favoring secret sessions, in 


which they say, among other things, that 
personal animosity is behind his move. Mr. 


Douglas said: 

There is no personal animosity of any 
character whatsoever in the practically 
unanimous demand for open sessions of 
the board of education. 

There ought to be intense feeling if 
these secret sessions continue in the 
face of the almost universal desire for 
open doors. 

A large and intelligent con-

REQUIRING OPEN SESSIONS TODAY 


Cily:Solons Will Take Up the Mitchell Ordinance in Regular 
Session This Afternoon, 


LOOKS LIKE IT WILL BE PASSED 


Nearly Every Member of Councll Is 
Pledged Against Secret Meetings, 


WHITEHALL REPORT WILL BE ADOPTED 


The Council Will Appropriate $10,000 
for Improving and Widening the 
Street—The Matter Will Go 
to the Aldermanic 
Board Thursday.

The city council will meet in regular 
session at the city hall this afternoon at 3 


|, 


o'clock. Two matters of great — 
will be considered. One will be*the ordi- 
nance of Alderman Mitchell requiring mu- 
nicipal boards to hold open sessions; the 
other will be the report of the street com- 
mittee providing for the widening and ‘{m- 
proving of Whitehall street. 

There is practically no doubt that the 
ordinance of Mr. Mitchell will become a 
law. A large majority of the councilmen 
and aldermen are already committed on 
the subject, and will vote for it; in fact, 
there are none who have openly declared 
against it. The public, unanimously in 
favor of open sessions, wants the ordinance 
passe®, and the council will not go against 
the will of the people. 

It is said that a member of the board of 
education opposed to open sessions has 
made the point that the ‘council has no 
Tight to make any such requirement of 


that Mody. Alderman Mitchell has already 
| thoroughly investigated this point, and is 


certain that the council has a perfect right 
to make such a requirement if it desires. 
City Attorney Anderson has rendered an 
opinion to this effect. There is, therefore, 
no doubt along this line. : 

The action of council this afternoon will 
be a death blow to the secret session. The 
Mitchell ordinance will, of course, allow 
executive sessions when the matter being 
considered requires it, but it will prohibit 
secret sessons altogether. In other words, 
Alderman Mitchell believes the continual 
performance secret session is wrong, and 
that the board of education should open 
its doors, and open them at once. It looks, 
therefore, as if the next meeting of the 
board will be public. 7 

The fact that Alderman Mitchell would 
introduce such an ordinance was publish- 
ed in yesterday’s Constitution, and was 
favorably commented en all over the city. 
Mr. Mitchell was approached by a large 
number of citizens yesterday, who told him 
that his step was in the right direction, 
and that they hoped the ordinance would 
be passed. The overwhelming sentiment in 
the city is forever against the public busi- 
ness, especially in the schools, being 
transacted behind barred doors, where ab- 
solutely no outsider is allowed to enter, 

This fight, started by Hamilton Douglas, 
a member of the board, who appealed to 
the citizens of Atlanta through the columns 
of The Constitution last week to stop the 
secret meetings of the board of education, 
will not end until this body throws open 
its doors, and the public is awaiting the 
result with Keenest interest. Tle action of 
the councilmen this afternoon will hasten 
the end. 


The Whitehall Street. Matter. 

The street committee will report in favor 
of an appropriation of $10,000 for the White- 
jhall street improvement. This money has 
already been set aside by the finance com- 
mittee virtually for this purpose, and there 
is no doubt that: the report will be 
adopted. 

In this ease the action of council will be 
concurred in by .the aldermanic board 
Thursday, and will be signed by the mayor 
after. The work of widening the 
street will then begin, and it will not be 
long until Whitehall street will be one of 
the most attractive thoroughfares in the 
city. It will be widened five feét on both 
sides, making it a sixty-foot street, and 
will be repaved@ in the course of _ time. 
Nearly ail the citizens from the junction 
of Forsyth and the Central railroad cross- 
ing have donated the necessary frontage of 
their property, and there is now no doubt 
that the plan will be materialized in the 
very near future. 

The report of the street committee is 
unanimous. It is probable that the vote in 
council will be the same.

A PREACHER SPITS 
AND IS ARRESTED 


First Case Made Under the New Spitting 
‘Ordinance. 


REV. ED SMITH FIRST VICTIM 


Spat on Sidewalk Directly Opposite the 
Police Barracks. 


TWO ARRESTS OF THE KIND WERE MADE 


Folice Determined To Rigidly Enforce 
the New Law—What May Be 
the Outcome. 


Two cases were made Saturday for a 
violation of the new “‘spitting ordinance.”’ 
The first was against Rev. Ed Smith, one 
of the best known negro preachers in the 
city. No cases were made _ yesterday, 
however. 

There is no telling how many people vio- 
lated the law on April Fool day by spitting 
in public places, and who escaped arrest be- 
cause they escaped detection; but the Rev. 
Smith was indiscreet enough to spit upon 
the sidewalk directly opposite the police 
barracks, He was down town looking 
after church work, and as he walked along 
Decatur street such a thing as violating 
a human law was far from his mind, for 
he believes in “rendering unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’s.”’ 

The Rev. Smith may or may not have 
known of the enforcement of the spitting 
law. Anyway, he ‘spat upon the sidewalk, 
and as he did so Patriman Crim took him 
by the arm and told him to consider him- 
self under arrest. At first the Rev. Smith 
smiled good-naturedly and waited for the 
officer to announcé an April Fool joke; but 
the announcement was not forthcoming, 
and the Rey. Smith ascertained that he 
was the first victim of the ordinance pro- 
hibiting any expectorations in public places. 

Rey. Smith is the pastor of Bethlehem 
church, on Fraser street, an@ it- jis saf\ 
that he has the largest congregation of 
any negro church_in the city. It is never 
called’ anything but ‘“‘Brother Ed Smith's 
church,’’ and the name of Bethlichem has 
been swallowed up in the name of its 
pastor. 

The second arrest was of a negro named 
Jordan Holliday, an old country darky, 
and he, too, spat upon the sidewalk near 
the police barracks and was arrested by 
Patrolman Crim, . Holliday says he never 
knew of the law, and he js sixty years old, 
and was never arrested before in his life. 
He put up $1.75 and was turned loose. 

Rey. Smith and Jordan Holliday will be 
arraigned in the. police court this after- 
noon, and Judge Broyles will have the first 
opportunity to enforce the spitting .ordi- 
nance, 

Last night there were several inquiries 
over the telephone about the spitting law, 
and it seems that a number of people were 
anxious to know if any arrests had begn 
made involving illegal expectoration. 

The police say they are determined to 
enforce the “spit law’’ rigidly, an@ the 
way some of the officers talk it would not 
be at all surprising if a man wouldn’t be 
arrested if he had with him on the streets

Section 1 of regulation 3 provides that 
the officers of the associatfon shall consist 
of a president, a vice president, a record- 
ing secretary, a financial secgetary and a 
treasurer. all of whom, with twelve direc- 
tors, shall constitute a board of trustees. 
no two from any one school. A majority 
of the board of trustees shall constitute a 
quorum, 

Section 2 provides that the directors 
shall be elected for a term of three years. 

Section 3 says the officers and directors 
ehall be elected annually on the third Sat- 
urday of January of each year, and shall 
hold office until their successors are elect- 
ed and qualified. | 

Section 4 provides that all elections of 
officers and directors shall be by ballot, 
the names to be voted on without rnomi- 
nation, and the three names having the 
largest number of votes to be retained 
as candidates. A majority of the votes 
cast shall be necessary to a choice, Dut 
when a vacancy in any of the offices occurs 
it will be filled by the board of trustees 
until the next annual election. 

Section 7 provides that no member of the 
hoard of trustees, éxcept the financial sec- 
retary and treasurer, shall receive any 
compensation for services. 

The compensation of the financial secre- 
tary and treasurer will be determined by 
the board of trustees, 

The financial secretary and the treasurer 
will. before entering upon their duties, fur- 
nish bonds. 

Section 4 of regulation 5 provides that 
any teacher or superintendent or clerical 
employee, in the permanent employ of 
the white schools of the city of Atlanta? 
may be admitted to membership in the 
association by .a two-thirds vote of the 
whole board of trustees, by ballot, and on 
payment of thé initiation fee of $1, and 
such dues as may be required by the reg- 
ulations. 

Section 2 provides that no person whose 
term of service, at the time of applying 
for membership, exceeds fifteen years, 
shall after two years from the daie of or- 
ganization be entitled to membership, ex- 
cept upon such conditions as may be pre- 
scribed by a vote of two-thirds of the board 
of trustees. 

The annual dues of each member will be 
$16, which will be paid in monthly pay- 
ments of $1 during the school year. The 
initiation fee for those who join the associa- 
tion within two years of the date of organi- 
zation will be $1; for those who join there- 
after the initiation fee will be $5. 

The 7th regulation provides that a«ahe 
funds:.of the association shall be Known 
as the permanent fund and«the annuity 
fund. 


Permanent Fund. 

The money received from donations, 'ega- 
cies and entertainments and other sources, 
and the total amount received from the 
initiation fees and annual dues, less the 
current expenses during the first two years, 
from the end -of 
(1899), ~shall, together with 5 per cent of 
the initiation fees and annual dues recei’’ed 
thereafter, constitute the permanent fund. 

When the permanent fund, however, 
reaches the sum of $40,000, only 30 per cent 
of the initiation fees and annual dues shall 
thereafter be added to it. When the per- 
manent fund reaches the sum of $80,000, 
no portion of the initiation fees or annual 
dues shall thereafter be added to it: but 
the entire income of the permanent fund 
and the whole of the initiation fees and 
dues shall be placed to. the credit ‘of the 
annuity fund. 

Annuity Fund. 

After the exgifation of two years from 
the end of the year of organization of the 
association, 5 per cent of the initiation 
fees and annual dues, the receipts from 
any entertainments given for the purpose, 
and the entire income from the permanent 
fund shall be set aside and form a fund 
for the payment of annuities, subject to 
the following provisions: 

When the permanent fund 


reaches the 


the year of organization 


‘sum of $40,000, 80 per cent of the initiation 
fees and annual dues, 


together with the 
entire income from the permanent fund. 
will be placed to the credit of the annuity 
fund. When the permanent fund reaches 
the sum of $80,000, the entiré income of the 
permanent fund, together with the whole 
amount of the initiation fees and annual 
dues, .be placed to the credit of the annuity 
fund, 

No portion of the annuity fund, or of its 
income, shall in any way be added to the 
permanent fund, but the whole of the 
annuity tund shall be used for the current 
expenses of the associgtion, funeral bene- 
fits of deceased members, and for the 
benefit of the annuitants in the manner 
prescribed by the constitution and by-laws. 

After the first two years all expenses of 
the association will be paid out of the 
annuity fund. 

Disposition of Funds. 

The permanent fund of the association 
will be invested in bonds of the United 
States of America, or of the state of 
Georgia, or of the city of Atlanta, or in 
bonds secured by first mortgages on im- 
proved real estate in the city of Atlanta. 
Loans may be made from the permanent 
fund to the members of the association 
for a period not to exceed one year, and 
in sums not to exceed at any time $100 to 
any one member; provided that the 
amount of money so loaned does not at 
any time exceed the amount paid in during 
the previous yeur In initiation fees and on- 
nual dues, 

Disability of Members. 

All members who become either physi- 
cally or mentally incapacitated for school 
work imay be declared by the board of 
trustees to be annuitants, and upon such 
action will receive an annuity, as provided 
by regulation 9 of the constitution. All 
women who shall have completed a term 
of service of twenty-five years and been 
members of the association for five years, 
and all men who have completed a term 
of service of thirty years and been mem- 
bers of the association five years, will, if 
they desire, be declared to be annuitaants, 
and from such action by the board ef 
trustees will receive an annuity, as pro- 
vided in regulation 9 of the constitution. 

The terms of school service of those who 
join this association within the first two 
years from the date of organization may 
have been commenced in this city or else- 
where; but of those who join after the 
first two years the term of service will 
have: commenced in the public schools of 
Atlanta. 

‘No member will be placed on the retired 
list while holding a position in any school, 
public or private. ~ 

Funeral Benefits. 

When any membée of the association dies 
the board of trustees will pay $50 toward 
defraying the expenses of the funeral. 

No member will be entitled to any ben- 
efit until after the expiration of three 
years from: the date of election to member- 
ship. ’ 

Regulation 9 provides ‘that the ‘annuity 
paid to any ,member must not exceed $500, 
and whenevver the annuity fund. jis not 
sufficient to’ pay the full amount to-each 
annuitant. the whole of said fund, less 
current expenses, will be divided equally 
among the annuitants. 

After having been a member for ten 
years any teacher who voluntarily with- 
draws from teaching may receive two- 
thirds of the amount paid in.

that it would stop most anything that tried 


to go down. 

Ice cream was suggested in all flavors. 

Cold coffee, one man wrote, would stop 
the worse case of hiccoughs in ten minutes. 

A preacher telegraphed from Frankfort, 
Ky., stating that musk was a sure cure. 
Miusk costs about $2.50 a dose. 

A New York physician kindly wired that 
a hypodermic injection of amyl nitrite 
would set Mr. Anderson all right. 

Sweetened cider; a lady wrote from Bir- 
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mingham, Ala., had cured her father of hic- 
coughs which had lasted for three days. 

An old negro woman, some sort of a voo- 
doo doctor, called at the hospital and left a 
mysterious package containing a dark pow- 
der which she said would “‘tak’ dat hackups 
frum de gemmen in er jiffy.”- The powder, 
which may have contained snake skin and 
roots, was thrown away. 

Then, there were all kinds of water pre- 
scriptions, One man said he felt it to be 
his solemn duty to notify the physicians 
at the hospital that exactly nine sips of cold 
water, no more, no less, would make Willis 
Anderson himself again. 

A woman, who begged that her name not 
be mentioned; wrote on a postal card that 
if they wanted to cure Anderson and save 
his life, to let him take a mouthful of 
water for each one of his birthdays. 

A man, whose soul must be imbued with 
loyalty to his country, sent word that one 
drink of water for every star in the United 
States flag would relieve any case of hic- 
coughing on earth. 

There were all kinds of suggestions as to 
exercise. “‘Hold hig hands high over his 
head,’’ wrote one man, “and let him take a 
dozen deep breaths.”’ . : 

‘‘Make him jump about the room five or 
ten minutes like a frog,’’ another wrote 
from New Orleans. 

“If you can conveniently do so,’’ came 
from’ a physician in Charleston, ‘make 
your patient, Anderson, stand on his head 
for a minute. I am certain it will save his 
life.’’ 

‘Doctor, if you don’t think I am pushing 
myself forward where I do not belong, I 
wish to tell you what will cure Mr. Ander- 
son of his hiccoughs.”’ 

“Well, let me hear what your remedy is,” 
replied the affable doctor. 

“Just give him enough whisky to make 
him dead drunk. I Know this seems awful 
for a lady to suggest, but my brother once 
hiccoughed fifteen days, and after we had 
tried a hundred remedies without any good 
effect, we made him limber drunk, and 
when he sobered up the next day the hic- 
coughs were gone.’’ 

Dr. Brewster remarked yesterday that he 
had often: heard of an overdose of whisky 
producing the hiccoughs, but it was the first 
time he ever heard of liquor curing the 
trouble. 

Anderson is on the road to recovery. The 
hiccoughs have ceased and the remedy used 
was an injection of nitro-giycerin, or what 


might be called a hypodermic application 
of dynamite. __

She was assisted by Mr. E. H. Carmen, the 
Second Reader, and the entire proyramme 
embodied in the dedicatory exercises was, 
replete with interest. The choir music was 
exceptionally excellent and the organ ac- 
companiment equally fine. The music and 
the choir was under the direction of Pro- 
fessor Theodor Saul. 
‘Mrs.. Mims Speaks. , 

The most interesting feature of the pro- 
gramme and that which will be of great 
significance to the Christian Scientists 
throughout the country, was the dedicatory 
address sent by Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, 
and read by Mrs. Livingston Mims. 

Previous to eeading Mrs. Eddy’s address 
Mrs. Mims delivered the following impres- 
sive address of welcome:

walks of life—and it affords even me a 
perquisite of joy. 

“You worship no distant Deity nor talk of 
unknown Love. ‘The silent prayers of our 
churches, resounding through the dim cor- 
ridors of time, go forth in waves of sound, 
a diapason of heart beats, vibrating from 
one pulpit to another and orfé heart to an- 
other, till truth and love, commingling in 
one righteous prayer, shall encircle and ce- 
ment the human race. 

“The government of divine Love derives 
its omnipotence from the love it creates in 
the heart of man; for love is allegiant, 
and there is no loyalty apart from love. 
When the human senses wake from their 
long slumber to see how soon earth's fables 
flee, and faith grows wearisome, then that 
which defies decay and satisfies the immor- 
tal cravings is sought and found. In the 
twilight of the world’s pageantry, in the 
last drawn sigh of a glory gone, we.are 
drawn toward God. 

“Beloved brethren, 1 cannot forget that 
yours is the first Church edifice of our de- 
nomination erected in the sunny south— 
once my home.

it Was about 5 o'clock that the row start- 
ed. A team from the Clark university and 
a team from the Atlanta Baptist college 
crossed bats on the diamond in the rear 
of. the Atlanta university, that being mu- 
tual grounds, Some disagreement arose 
over a decision of the umpire, an exigency 
which is not wholly uncommon in baseball 


circles, and in a few minutes the game 
was transformed into a howling lot of 
scrappers, 

Policemen Chiles and Blackstone heard 


of the row, and when they appeared upon 
the scene there was such a tumult and go 
many of the men were engaged in the 
fight that they telephoned for the police 
reserve, 

Before the patrol wagon arrived the men 
composing the team from the Atlanta Bap- 


tist college got away and the police arrest- 


ed seven, men connected with the Clark 
university, who gave their names as George 
Ballard, George Martin, George Nolly, Wii- 
liam. Jones, M. Gordon, Charles H. Turner 
and A. W. Rowell. The last two are pro- 
fessors at the college. It was reported to 
the police that one of the professors fired 
the pistol, and the did so in order to fright- 
en the students into quieting down. Both 
of the professors claimed they were on the 
grounds for the purpose of trying to restore 
order, 

Dr. Melden, the president of Clark uni- 
versity, went to the police barracks after 
the seven men were arrested and locked 
up, and he secured the liberation of five 
of. them on their own recognizance. The 
other two, Nolly and Martin, were required 
to each give $200 bond. They did not give 
it and they were kept behind the bars.

The monthly sessicn of the board of coun- 
ty commissioners will be held Wednesday 
morning at 10 o'clock. This session will 
be an important one, as the disposition of 
the old jail will be taken up. 

The building located on Fraser street is 
10W rapidly deteriorating, and the ceils 
that once held criminals of ail degrees and 
charged with all kinds of crimes, are haunts 
for owls and bats. The large corridor is used 
as a camping ground for rats. The shut- 
ters on the building are becoming unhing- 
ed, ’and the rusting iron bars are growing 
weaker. The woodwork is suffering from 


exposure and the lack of care, and the 


| whole presents a dilapidated sight. 


Several suggestions have been made as 
to the best use that the building could be 
put to. The money which could be realized 
from a sale of the buiiding, is wanted by 
the county commissioners. Commissioner 
Walker at the last session said as much 
money as possible should be obtained so 
that the tax rate could be cut down. 

Commissioner Brown said that the prop- 
erty ought to be sold and the amount ob- 
tained added to the building fund, so that 
a more creditable annex could be construct- 
ed; or that if enough money was obtained 
a new courthouse ought to be built. Com- 
missioner Adair thought this view of the 
disposition of the old jail a good one. 

Sheriff Nelms denied the report. that he 
thinking of renting:the old building 
and using it ag a prison 
United States prisoners., He now pays 
the county 5 cents a day for each prisoner 
held for the national government. After 
denying the report, Dr. Nelms said: 

I think the county should sell the old 
building formerly used as the jail to the 
city, and that a public school should be 
made of it. It is true the associations 
connected with the building are not so 
e@ood, it having been a jail, but the tra- 
ditions which now hang around the 
piace would soon wear away. The dis- 
trict where the old jail is located, is 
badly in need of a school. The other 
schools in the vicinity are crowded with 
pupils and this would, it seems to me, 
be the cheapest way for the city to es- 
tablish another school building: 

There are a number of other important 
matters that will come up at the meeting. 
The question of building a courthouse an- 
nex has been temporarily delayed, as the 
plans from the architects will not be receiv- 
ed until the May meeting of the board. ) 

Grant Wilkins, who claims to have a con- 
tract with the county for furnishing plans, 
may have a communication for the board. 

He declines to say whether he will push 
his claims, and demand a consideration for 
the plans and specifications which he fur- 
nished some time ago, but which did not 
come within the appropriation.

who was said to be under the influence of 
whisky, drew his pistol, firing one shot, 
which struck the private in the back. He 
died a few moment's later. 

The friends of Curry contended that it 
was in the discharge of his duty that he 
killed Reid. Curry surrendered and was 
placed in confinement for a few days, but 
went to Cuba with his regiment and was on 
duty until the order for his arrest was {is- 
sued s@veral days ago.

GANG OF CRAP SHOOTERS 


Crap shooters are*generally raided on Sat- 
urday night. The reason of this is that the 
game, which is peculiarly adapted to the 
gambling propensities of the average south- 
ern .negro roustabout, hag to be played 
when there is a little cash in circulation, 
and Saturday night is about the only night 
in the week when the negroes have ‘‘money 
to burn.”’ 

There was a typical raid on crap shooters 
last Saturday night and a description of 
the scene will give an idea what a raid of 
this kind means. 

About 9 o'clock a negro slipped up to Pa- 
trolmen Arthur and Manier and told them 
there was a liveiy crap game going on in 
Peasville; one of the noted negro settle- 
ments in the city, in the rear of the old 
jail. The informer had very probably been 
in ethe game and had lost all he had. ‘To 
‘meach,’”’ as informing is called, on players 
is a very’ common way which losers have 
of getting revenge on their more lucky as- 
sociates. 

Arthur and Manier, with Bicycle. Officers 
Garner and Goodwin, made the raid. They 
quietly surrounded the house, A few peeps 
through windows satisfied the policemen 
that about two dozen negroes were “‘shoot- 
ing craps’’ for nickels and dimes, and that 
the game was one of the liveliest that had 
been run upon fer a long while. 

The question was how to make a dash 
and catch the players. There were three or 
four windows and two doors to the room 
and the officers knew from experience that 
the very moment a break was made to en- 
ter the place the negroes would stampede 
like a drove of cattle on the prairie. 

But there was no use standing and talk- 
ing and losing time, so one of the police- 
men knocked on the door. Instantly there 
was a hush. The men with the dice paused, 
some of them with the hand uplifted ready 
to throw. A negro cautiously opened the 
door. 

“Perlice!”"
